
 

 

 

Closing a larger-than-expected deficit will take even deeper cuts in state spending, as 

proposed by Governor Jerry Brown in his “May Revise” of the 2012-2013 State 

Budget.  Released on Monday, May 14, the new proposal responds to disappointing 

first quarter tax returns by cutting cut $8.3 billion from government spending, reflect-

ing $4.1 billion in cuts beyond the January budget proposal.  Those cuts will come 

from state employee compensation, welfare, health care, higher education, courts, and 

other critical government programs.  The proposal  also relies on passage of the Gov-

ernor’s tax initiative on the November ballot, which would temporarily raise $8.5 bil-

lion in taxes from upper income taxpayers and a 1/4-cent increase in sales tax.  If the  tax initiative does not 

pass in November, $6 billion in additional cuts will go into effect on January 1, 2013.     

 

In a statement released on Monday, Governor Brown commented: “This budget reflects the fact that the na-

tion’s economic recovery is proceeding more slowly than anticipated.  Lower tax revenues, coupled with fed-

eral government obstructions that blocked billions in necessary cuts, have created a deeper budget hole. More 

painful reductions will be necessary as a result, but education and public safety must be protected.”  

 

As summarized by the California Budget Project, the new proposal cuts $1.2 billion from the Medi-Cal pro-

gram, $879.9 million from the California Work Opportunity and Responsibility to Kids (CalWORKs) Pro-

gram, and makes deep cuts to IHSS, child care, the courts, and the Cal Grant college financial aid program.  

 

Reactions to the proposal  came swiftly from advocates for seniors and persons with disabilities across the 

state, including Aging Services of California, Disability Rights California, California Hospital Association and 

United Domestic Workers (representing In-Home-Supportive-Service providers).   Links to a number of or-

ganizations commenting on the cuts have been compiled and posted on Facebook by the California Collabora-

tive for Long-Term Services and Supports at http://www.facebook.com/ccltss.org.
